win all state offices at stake in 
statewide balloting. 


Carlos W. Campbell, Springfield 


insurance mart who recently be- 
came head of the GOP state cen- 
tral committee, also predicted that 
the Republicans will retain their 
majority in the state senate and 
regain the house control they lost 
to the Democrats in 1948.

Defense Office Plans to 
Scuttle Navy's Air Arm! 


Washington,' Oct. 8.—(AP)—Chairman Vinson (G-Ga) of the 


house armed services committee said today the defense department 
has decided to exit Naval and Marine aviation "about in half." 


Vinson's report of "secret or- 


ders" at the Pentagon came as 
the committee dug grimly into 
"disturbing" reports that defense 
chiefs are scuttling the navy's air 
arm. 


The armed services chairman 


said further that he has it on re- 
liable authority that the air force 
has taken the position that no 
large aircraft carriers or their air 
groups should be kept in the navy. 


Vinson spoke up as his commit- 


tee started another day's hearing 
to get to the bottom of friction in 
the armed services. 


Before the committee was Rear 


Adm. Herbert G. Hopwood, na\y 
budget 
officer, 
to explain the 


navy's financial position. 


Hopwood was called to tell what 


is happening to funds earmarked 
by congress for naval air. 


That inquiry follows up navy 


charges yesterday of air force 
bungling and plotting. 


Vinson himself reeled off fig- 


ures from this year's appropria- 
tion for the navy—which congress 
has not finally decided. 


These, he said, show cuts for the 


naval air arm that indicate "con- 
gress intended to let it wither on 
the vine by failing to give it 
enough operating aircraft." 


"I have seen a reputable docu- 


ment indicating that decisions 
have been reached in the (defensel 
department to cut naval and ma- 
rine aviation strength about in 
half and that the air force is to 
be given an expanded role,'1 Vin- 
son said. 


"The navy would-beeome a pro- 


tective convoy to move troops and 
fight submarines. 


"It is my understanding that 


secret orders to that effect have 
been issued in the Pentagon." 


Addition to reductions being 


made by congress in this year's 
naval funds, Vinson said he un- 
derstands the navy is to be cut 
5353.000,000 more by action of the 
defense department itself. 


Admiral Hopwood said "yes sir, 


that is right."

Ching told the United Mine Work- 
ers' boss and the representatives 
of the mine owners that "each 
day brings the nation closer to a 
crisis" as coal supplies shrink. 


At Ching's request, the opera- 


tors made immediate overtures to 
Lewis to resume negotiations next 
Tuesday or Wednesday. The bar- 
gaining was interrupted this week 
when Ching invited the parties to 
Washington to air their differ- 
ences. 


Ching to Report 


Chmg said he would report the 


meetings to the White House in 
routine fashion, but that he would 
watch future negotiations closely, 
ready to step in again within a 
reasonable time if the talks get 
nowhere. 


First stumbling block to get- 


ting the negotiations under way 
again was the location. Lewis has 
kept the southern talks going at 
Bluefield, W. Va., a city of about 
30,000 population but center of 
rich 
southern bituminous 
coal 


fields, 


A big convention there next 


week would interfere with any 
coal meetings, so the operators 
would prefer to pick up negotia- 
tions in Washington. 


There was no immediate world 


on this from Lewis, who hand-

Conference on Civil Rights Needed 


Democratic leaders in congress have abandoned plans 


to push President Truman's civil rights program this year. 
They promise to do something about it starting next Jan- 


There is no great surprise in this decision. Already in 


the tenth month of its current session, congress is weary and 
in no mood to undertake what surely would be a bitter, long- 
drawn-out controversy. 


It seems fair to suggest that if the program gets no- 


where in 1950. then Administration forces should seek a new 
approach. 
For thus far the civil rights bills have been 


among the hardiest non-blooming perennials ever nurtured 
in congress. Year after year they are presented, but noth- 
ing definite happens. 


The house several times has passed one or another of 


the civil rights measures. The senate, however, has on no 
occasion followed suit. 


Senate rules permitting opponents of legislation to fili- 


buster have of course been the stumbling block in that cham- 
ber. 
Southern lawmakers invariably talk civil rights bills 


to death. 


After a time-consuming debate early this year, the sen- 


ate modified its rules governing filibusters. It now requires 
a two-thirds majority vote to 'invoke cloture"—shut off end- 
less talk. The general view therefore is that the obstacles 
to senate action are greater rather than smaller. 


If this is so. there appears little ground for any confi- 


dence in administration quarters that 1950 will tell a dif- 
ferent civil rights story from previous years. All signs point 
to a complete senate stalemate so long as those issues are at 
stake. 


In that likely event, why should the senate continue but- 


ting its head against a solid wall? 


To be sure, history is full of instances where the dogged 


perseverance of men devoted to some legislative cause has 
brought triumph after innumerable failures. But it is ques- 
tionable whether such persistence would ever pay off in a 
senate where a tightly knit southern minority presents a vir- 
tually immovable barrier. 


What alternative to this legislative program might be 


considered? 


That problem would need careful exploring. One idea 


that might be productive of new specific proposals for wip- 
ing out racial discrimination is a national conference of dis 
tinguished leaders from all regions and all walks of life. The 
south, target of most criticism, would be well representec 
at such an assembly. 


It is entirely possible that out of that meeting woulc 


emerge a program that, through emphasis upon measures 
of regional self-help rather than national control, woulc 
recommend itself to the nation as a whole and the south in 
particular. 


Certainly some effort of this sort would hold out more 


hope than the futile performances we have been witnessing 
in congress.

least a few of them.

The big dipper in the north 


Is fairly well known to most 
people. The fact that it is so 
near to the north star makes 
its revolution 
around 
that 


star entirely visible to people 
in this part of the world while 
the stars which are farther 
from the north star appear to 
rise and set during each 24 
hours. It is easy to find the 
north star by sighting along 
the two outer stars of the 
dipper.

When one speaks of distance in 


star language one talks about 
"light years." 
This means 
the 


distance that light travels in one 
year. 
When you consider that 


light is capable of going around ! 
the earth between seven and eight 
times in one second 
then you 


know that a "light year" is a 
tremendous distance

The handle of the big dip- 


per points to a bright star by 
the name of Arcturus which 
is 40 light years away It was 
light from this star which was 
used to set off the lighting 
system at the Chicago World's 
Fair in 1933. 
Because light 


which had left that star at 
the time of the first Chicago 
Fair was just reaching this 
earth at the opening of the 
second was the reason for the 
choice.

The star next to the handle of 


the dipper is in reality two stars 
and if you have good eyes you 
can see it—in fact the Arabs used 
that as a.test of eyesight especi- 
ally for their fighting men. These 
two stars have the names of Mi- 
zar and Alcor and are known as 
the horse and rider.

Each constellation, or group 


of stars has a name and a 
legend attached to it for in 
old days the shepherds lay out 
in the field at night without 
books and such modern con- 
veniences as radio so natural- 
ly they talked 
about 
what 


they saw and they made up 
stories about these stars and 
in many cases they used some 
story about their gods 
and 


goddesses as a background.

One of the most beautiful of 


the southern 
constellations and 


one which now rises late in the 
evening is Onon. Roughly it is a 
parallelogram of 
four 
brilliant 


stars with 
three 
bright stars 


through the center. 
The lore of 


the neareast calls the group a 
hunter—the four stars ' represent 
the two shoulders and two knees 
while the three stars are the belt. 
If you had lived in China a thou- 
sand years previous to that time 
you would have worshipped it as 
the "White Tiger."

Lepus. the hare, a group 


of fainter stars is crouched at 
Orion's feet and just behind 
Mm is the Great Dog with 
the brightest star in the heav- 
ens,. Sinus. 
And while you 


are looking around in the sky 
you will see the great white 
hazy circle 
or 
the 
Milky 


Way which is composed of 
millions of stars many, many 
light years distant. You will 


see the Crown with its one 
brighter star, the gem. There 
is the Northern Cross, 
the 


little dipper, the "W", the 
dragon and a number of others 
which look like the thing for 
which they are named and 
dozens of others which you 
must learn from a star chart 
and whif-h only the wildest 
imagination would show any 
resemblance to the thing that 
it represented to the ancient 
shepherds.
